Intemationally known media critic Dr. Jean Kilbourne 
spoke about alcohol and advertising Thursday evening at 
the Milo Bail Student Center. Kilbourne said a basic 
problem contributing to socicty’s attitude towards alecho! 
consumption is “a denial that runs throughout our entize 
country about the rale that this drug, alcohol, plays ~ a 
denial that the alcohol industry actively encourages.” 

Kilbourne said the industry is large, and so is its adver- 
tising budget. 

“The alcoho! industry revenue in the U.S. is over 90 
billion dollars a yeas,” Kilbourne said, 

She said the industry spends over $2 billion a ycar on 
advertising and promotion. 

For cxample, she said the advertising budget for 
Budweiser ($185 million) exceeds the entire federal bud- 
get for dealing with alcohol-related problems, 

“Our attitudes about alcohol have been shaped prima- 
tily by the alcohol industry,” Kilbourne said, She dis- 
played an ad froma beercompany showing asix-pack, The 
ad was entitled, “The Joy of Six.” 

“This instantly normalizes heavy drinking, and it also 
manages to link alcohol with both sex and happiness

Tuesday's presidential election should 
nothaveamajorimpactontheU.S.economy, 
several UNO economics professors say. 

“I seally don’t see a lot happening in the 
shore sun. I don’t see the economy taking a 
stecp downturn or asteep uptum,” Professor 
Frank Zahn said. “I am concerned, though, 
with the highly probable tax inerease by Bill 
Clinton. Ef he is elected, Clinton would in- 
crease taxes and the deficit would be a big- 
ger problem.” 

Associate Professor Donald Baum added, 
“T really don’t sec a lot of stimulation of the 
economy, because it would make the deficit 
worse, Whoever the president will be will 
have to face two problems. One is the reces- 
sion which is a short term probiem and the 
second is the deficit which is a longer term 
problem. If we deal with the recession by 
spending more and cutting taxes, that tends 
to make deficit worse.” 
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“Pm an administrator,” Hess said, “ll go through bud. 
gctrcductions, review personnel, all the roles as dean, but 1 
have absolutely no interest in fine arts, Pll make that no 
secret.” 

Hess took over the position Monday, filling the vacancy 
following the resignation of David Shrader, 

Besidesheradministrativeexpericnce, Hesssaid she was 
also chosen because she had the time for the position. 

“Pm not teaching any classes, so f wouldn't have to 
cancel them. And f only work half-time, so I could do it. 
Besides, I’m not interested in a permanent fob, so I’m not 
politicking for the position,” Hess said. 

Haybome said there are advantages in selecting someone 
from another college in filling an interim dean’s position. 

“When we have situations when one dean leaves, we like 
to get people who are outside the college,” Hayhome said. 
“{f the interim dean is someone within the college, they’ 
have to go back to their original position when ancw dean 
is selected and sometimes that’s hard.” 


The sclection commiltec for a permanent dean will be 
composed of UNO faculty, students and individuals from 
the community, according to Hayhome. 

“The maximum limit of the committee is 12," Hayhome 
sald. “Faculty Senate provides names of faculty, student 
goverment givesnamesofstudents, andcommunity people 
are suggested by the faculty of Fine Arts as well as various 
individuals, Usually, they are representatives from different 
Omaha art groups.” 

Aficrallofthenamesarcsubmiltted, the Academic Affairs 
office will select the 12 members of the committee who will 
select the new dean, Mayhome said they hope to review the 
applications around January, start interviewing in the spring, 
and then have the new dean by summer or carly fall of 1993, 

Hayhome said 24 applications have been tumed in from 
across the nation. : 

Once the new dean is chosen, Hess said she plans to 
return to the sociology department, teach two semesters, 
and then retire in the summer of 1994,

Ati of these excuses are pathetic. ’'ve been a student on 
this campus for more years than many members of the 
faculty have taught and f can assure you that not asingle day 
has gone by without my bearing several of you complain. 
You complain about the parking. Yeu complain about the 


sorry state of affairs over at the financial aid office. You 
complain about virtually every one of the of the services 


_ offered by this university. You always sound sincere. You 


always actas ifyou'd really like for some of these things to 
change, And then, when you have a chance to take a step 
toward these changes, something like three percent of you 
can be bothered tomake thateffort, Apparently very few of 
you realize just how serious these elections are. Apparently 
none of you realize what student government does for you. 

Worried about parking? How about tickets and fines? 
Last semester the Student Court, acting upon numerous 
studentcomiplaints, gottheautomaticfine-doubling stopped. 
@efore they acted, tickets thatremained unpaid fora period 
of weeks were automatically doubled. If you appealed a 
ticket and lost, the process took so fong that, at the end, you 
paid twice as much as the original ticket.) When they found 
that (he parking system was indeed unfair to @ grcat many | 
students, the Student Court also threw out over $3,000 worth 
of tickets. That wasn’t the work of resumé builders, That 
wasn’tihe work ofan all-talk social club. The Student Court 
ran the risk of expulsion over these acts. They were not 
popular with the powers that be. But they did it for you 
because ticy were asked to act by you. 

There are other examples, but my space is limited. The 
point here is that the student government can be a powerful 
advocate for yourstudent concerns, They are the first forum 
for yourconcemsand complaints, and their primary respon- 
sibility is to present those concerns to the administration, 
and to work with them to get them resolved. ‘That's it. 
There’snomoney init forthem. There's a great deal of hard 
workinvolved, and afairly hefty amountoftimeas well, For 
those of you who didn’t vote in the general election, it’s 
largely toolate, The senate has been clected, for goodorbad, 
and you're stuck with who was chosen. 

You only have one more chance to express yourselves. 
One more chance to get the type of person you want into the 
goverment. There’sarun-offelectioncoming up. These are 
«wo students sunning for student president. (Because of the 
tiny percentage of vaters, noonecould gain the required fifty 
percent plus one majority to win in the general election.) 
Both of them are qualified. Both of them promise an active 
term, if elected, 

One, Michael McKenna, was the Chief Justice of the 
Student Court which acted as I’ve described above. The 
other, Jennifer Newhouse, has along history of involvement 
with theorganizationsofthisuniversity. ANofyoucutthere, 
who bitch about the problems you find at this university, and 
whohaven’t voted, please vate. Onc of these people is going 
to be in charge of the student government. One of these 
people is going to be your principal representative. If you 
have any opinions about the type of person who ought todo 
the job or about the type of service you want out of the 
student governmicnt, vote. If you really want to see necded 
changes made, vate. Vote for someone who will do the job.

As hundreds of observers 
gathered around, Martinezand two dozen supporters stripped off 
tbcir clothes whilc a Doors tape played in the background.

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“Break on through totheothier side,” Martinez sang and told 
observers that he was fighting socictal pressures to conform by 
shedding his clothes, The nude participants held hands, hugged, 
and decorated body parts with paint as students watched with

Dz. LawrencoK. Altman, asciencercportcr for The New York 
Times and author of the “Doctor’s World” column in Science 
Tunes, discussed his new book, “Who Goes First? The Story of 
Self-Experimentation in Medicine,” at the University of Ne- 
braska Medical Center Oct. 23, 

Altman, oncoftbe few medical doctors workingasafull-time 
daily newspaper reporter, discussed aspects of his book, ranging 
from ethics and history of self-experimentation, and bow it has 
changed over time. Ho discussed several examples of sclf- 
experimentation from the 16th century to the present, 

“What many people don’t know is that self-expezimentation 
is still going on today,” Altman said, “It’s a very common 
tradition.” , 


Altman said the first phase of discovering whata drug does to 
ahuman is finding out about the safety and toxicity of the drug. 

“Self-experimentation can be applied in this phase,” he said. 

He talked about researchers using other humans for experi- 
ments, 

“Some people have justified experimenting on other people 
because, in their minds, their lives are too valuable to take the 


eeps multicul 


sisk,” Alunan said, “I don’thappen to subscribe to that philoso- 
phy. Everybody’s life is valuable to cach individual.” * 

According to Altman, a potential conflict of interest occurs 
when a researcher asks someone else to take risks in an experi+ 
ment that they aren’t willing to take themselves, 

“Inthe past, many doctors did rescarch asa hobby, using their 
ownmoncy,” be said, “Today, many doctors’ entire carcers are 
dedicated to research, so most fescarch is paid for by the 
taxpayers,” 

Altman said, “doctors are saying ‘You take the tisk, and Pll 
get the benefits of what comes from it.’” 

Altman cited the story of Walter Reed, who headed a four- 
person team fighting yellow feverin Cuba. Though he continues 
to receive credit for its discoverics, Reed was the only member 
of the team not to allow himself to be bitten by an infected 


‘mosquito. One team member died and another almost dicd after 


being bitien. 

Aluman said that many success stories of self-expcrimentae 
tion, however, have Ied to advances in medicine, 

While serving his medical internship in Germany, Wemer 
Forssmann deficd medical authoritics and the wisdom of the

Aluman also cited research in which an Australian doctor 
swallowed bacteria to prove that ulccrs may be caused by an 
infectious disease and told of how self-cexperimentation has 
helped improve modemrabies vaccinations, —.

The Multicultural Vantage Program (MVP), 
co-sponsored by UNO and the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center, has recently been 
designed to attract multicultural students into 
healthprofessions and helpaddress thenceds of 
under-served Nebraska communities. 

Those accepted into the program are admit- 
tedtoUNOand guaranteed aplaceinthescheol 
of their choice at the Medical Center, 

Currently 12 students, all from the Omaha 
area, are cnrolled in the program, preparing for 
carcers in such bealth fields as medicine, nurs- 


ing, physical therapy, and dentistry. 

Py. J, Calvin Davis, Assis‘ant Dean for Ad- 
missions and Students at the Medical Centers, 
and one of the program’s organizers, said the 
goal of the program was to assist muluicultural 
students in entering into health care. 

“J think that the goal, more than anything 
else, is to encourage talented multicultural stu- 
dents to enter into health care careers because 
they are under-represented in those carcers,” he 
said. “We hope to expand the multicultural 
diversity of the campus and hope also that the 
participants will remain in Nebraska for their 
carecrs,”” 


Another goal, Davis said, is to wy help fight 
the great shortage ef multicultural faculty in 
many medical areas. 

He explained that recruliment for the pro- 
gram isconcentrated at the high school level, as 
theprogram begins with the firstycarofcallege. 
Studentsmaycondensetheirundergraduatestude 
ics at UNO into diree years, Davis said, 

Davis said, many efforts are made for the

Kilbourne also questioned the inten- 
tons of the alcohol industry in execut- 
ingadvertising campaigns. Shedisputed 
the industry's claim that they seck only 
tocncouragoadultuserstoswitch brands 
to theirs, saying that both the alcohol 
and tobacco industries are trying to lure 
young consumers, 

“When you're selling products that 
are killing people, you have to recruit 
new users,” she said, 

“Ofcourse they want to increasecon- 
sumption, That's where themoncy lies.” 

Kilbourne said 10 percent of the alco- 
hol-drinking populationin Americacon- 
sumes over half of all the alcoho! sold. 

Kilbourne then tumed toAdvertising 
Age, an advertising industry publica- 
tion, from whichshe projected ads placed 
by various magazines. She said these 
ads, directed at the alcohol industry, 
encouraged alcohol advertising in their 
magazines, Reader's Digest, Cosmopolie 

| tan and Family Circle were just a few 

f examples. 

Referring both to print and broadcast 
media, Kilbourne said, “drinkersare sold 

| tothealcohol industry. The central fact 


about advertising and the media is that we 
are the product.” 

A consequence of such policies for the 
media, Kilbourne said, is that if the major 
purpose of the publicationsistogettheads, 
they’re not likely to provide information 
that makes those ads look bad. 

An cxample Kilbourne cited was a 
Newsweek cover story on the drug crisis in 
which, opposite the article’s first page, 
featured an ad for an alcoholic product. 
Kilbourne noted that alcohol was not mene 
tioned in the article, 

Tho$4 billioncoliege market, Kilbourne 
said, isa favoriteforadvertisers. Kilbourne 
displayed an image from a 16-page insert 
Millerrecently distributed to collegencws- 
papers nationwide, “It’s a day in the life of 
Yan GoGo on the beach, He wakes up at 
9:00 am. and by 10:35 a.m, he’s had bis 
first Miller. He drinks all day Jong, lots of 
Miller bees,” the ad read. 

Kilbourne said in response to protests, 
Miller withdrew the campaign and apolo- 
gized. 

“But this ts what Miller wants college 
students to think of as normal drinking,” 
she said, 

Many college students, shenoted, “spend 
more moncy for alcohol than for books,” 

In offering some approaches to address 
these problems, Kilbourne said, “Z’ve bad 
the privilege of working with former Sur- 
gcon Generals Koop and Novello. They 
will heartily support such recommenda 
tonsascounteradvertising, Forevery tirce 
or four beer commercials, just have a come 
merclal that givesus someof the other side.

16 at Caniglia Field on Saturday. 

Geren’s kickoff return came four minutes into the third

With the loss, the Mavericks drop to 2-7 on the season, with 
an 0-7 record in the North Central Conference (NCC). North 
Dakota Stateimprovedto7-1 overall, and remained in first place 
in the NCC with a 6-1 conference mark. 

The Bison opened the scoring midway through the first 
period with a two play, 32-yard drive set up by defensive back 
Erik Hegesle’s interception of aRodney Brown pass, 

Kyle Carlson scored on a 3-yard touchdown mun, and T.R. 
McDonafdhit theextra-point toput North Dakota Stateahead7- 
0. 

NDSU scored once more in the first period, stampeding 73 
yards in seven plays.
